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PITTSBURGH. (JP>—P r e s 1- 
dent Roosevelt sent a plea for 
labor peace and unity to the 
first constitutional convention 
of the Committee for Industrial 
Organization today, declaring 
that "continued dissension isan 
only lead to loss of influence 
and prestige to all labor.” 

PITTSBURGH. tJP) — John L. 
Lewis, militant leader of the CIO, 
greeted with thunderous cheering 
and the fanfare of bands, opened 
the first constitutional convention 
of CIO today with a slashing at¬ 
tack on foes of industrial unionism 
and European oppression of the 
Jews. 

For several minutes the 500 
delegates and CIO followers 
massed in the convention hall 
stood and cheered the CIO chair¬ 
man. A band roared out with 
"Happy Days Are Here Again” 
and the stem visaged CIO leader 
finally grinned and waved his en¬ 
thusiastic followers to their seats. 
APPLAUSE FREQUENT 
In his opening address, broken 
frequently by tumultuous ap¬ 
plause, Lewis said the CIO, in its 
first step toward the formation of 
a permanent organization to rival 
the American Federation of La¬ 
bor, offer "a program of rational 
procedure and orderly conduct.” 

Striking out at criticism and 
slander which he .said had been 
leveled against his industrial 
union movement, Lewis said the 
CIO stood for “the protection of 
the privileges of ail Ameiicans 
whether they be Gentiles or Jews, 
or any creed or religion, or of any 
school of thought that maintains 
re.spect for our institutions.” 
GERMANY ASSAILED 
Lewis wove into his address a 
bitter attack on the Nazi regime 
in Germany, characterized the op¬ 
pression of the Jews as "appall¬ 
ing” and declared "20,000,000 CIO

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LONDON. (A>)—A strong Brit¬ 
ish protest to Germany agalnat 
recent Nazi press attacks on 
British political leaders In con¬ 
nection with the killing of a Ger¬ 
man diplomat in Paris was dis¬ 
closed in the House of Commons 
today by Prime Minister Cham¬ 
berlin. 

Der Angriff, organ of Propa¬ 
ganda Minister Paul Joseph Goeb- 
bels, said on Friday, “It is no ".o- 
incidencc” that the 17-year-old 
Polish-German Jew who killed 
Ernst Vom Rath in Paris “took 
the same line” as Winston 
Churchill, An-bony Eden and Al¬ 
fred Duff Cooper. 

SYMPATHY FELT 

Eden resigned as foreign sec¬ 
retary and Duff Cooper as first 
lord of the admiralty because 
they disagreed with Chamberlain’s 
foreign politics, of which (Jhurch- 
ill also has been an outspoken 
critic. 

Chamberlain spoke in reply to 
questions on the wave of anti- 
Jewish violence and anti-Jewtsh 
decrees in Germany following the 
Paris shooting. He said no one In 
Britain would seek to defend the 
killing of Vom Rath, “but there 
will be deep and widespread sym¬ 
pathy here for those who are be¬ 
ing made to suffer so severely 
for it.” 

TO GUARD BRITISH 

He said that the British 
charge d’affaires in Berlin, Sir 
George Ogllvie-Forbes, had taken 
steps to safeguard British sub¬ 
jects. and “we reserve the right 
to present claims for damage.’’ 

’Die prime minister said the 
charge d’affaires had been in¬ 
structed to make a strong pro¬ 
test “to the German government 
in regard to recent press articles 
in the German press associating 
former Briti.sh ministers and mem¬ 
bers of this house with the recent 
murder of Herr Vom Rath.” 

TO -AID REFUGEES 

Asked whether the “deep feel¬ 
ing of horror” aroused in Britain 
by the anti-Jewish campaign 
would be made known to the Ger¬ 
man government, Chamberlain 
said: 

"I think there are many means 
by which that is being made 
known. I do not think there is 
any doubt about it,” 

In reply to questions about the 
plight of refugees from Germany, 
Chamberlain said, "I have no 
doubt we shall take into consid¬ 
eration any possible way in which 
we can as.sist these people.” 

The Archbishop of Canterbury, 
addressing a church assembly, 
called for prayers for those suf¬ 
fering under what he described 
as “the renewed and fierce per¬ 
secution of Jews in Germany.” 


BERLIN, tai—Minister of Edu¬ 
cation Bernhard Rust today ex¬ 
pelled Jewish students from all 
universities, technical schools and 
other institutions of higher learn¬ 
ing in the latest move toward 
separation of Jews and Germans. 

'The minister of education tele¬ 
graphed the rectors of all univer¬ 
sities ordering them to oust Jew¬ 
ish students immediately and not 
to permit any more to enter even 
for lectures which do not involve I 
examination for degrees. 

OUT OF SCHOOLS 

He said a decree embodying 
that order was being prepared and 
would be issued soon. 

This means final elimination of 
Jews of all ages from the German 
school system. Lower grade pu¬ 
pils from 6 to 14 years old were 
taken from German schools in 
ID-IB and put into Jewish private 
schools. Jewish professors had 
previously been ousted. 

Rust’s order follows Saturday’s 
decrees by Field Marshal Hermann 
Wilhelm Goering and Propaganda 
Minister Paul Joseph Goebbels 
eliminating Jews from the nation’s 
economic life. 

STOCK SALES BARRED 

The Berlin stock exchange for¬ 
bade sales by Jews in order to 
keep stocks from falling. Before 
some provincial members had been 
notified of the decision temporari¬ 
ly to reject selling orders from 
Jews some such orders reached 
the market and depressed prices. 

Reports reaching the eexchange 
disclosed there had been heavy 
selling offers on behalf of Jews 
in the provinces. 'There also was 
some realization on stocks to ob¬ 
tain cash for taking over Jewish 
businesses.

An error of one vote in unofficial 
returns from Huntington Beach 
prrcinct No. 5 was found, shov'ing 
the actual result there to be Mor¬ 
rison 85, West 84. Unofficial re¬ 
turns there had shown Moirison 
86, West 84. 

Returns now, with 56 precincts 
official and 190 unofficial, are 
Morrison 23,863, We.st 23,862.

MUST SELL SHOPS 

The assassination provoked the 
Thursday demonstrations, and ris¬ 
ing resentment inspired govern¬ 
ment decrees compelling Jews to 
sell their shops and stores by Jan. 
1 and barring them from retail, 
mail order, commission and han¬ 
dicraft business. 

Male Jews were arrested in gen¬ 
eral raids throughout Germany but 
today the arrest period apparently 
had ended. Many who had been

PALO ALTO. (^)—Former Pres¬ 
ident Herbert Hoover asserted to¬ 
day Germany's treatment of the 
Jews was taking that country 
“back 450 years in civilization.” 

The statement, addressed to 
Samuel McCrae Tavert, general 
secretary of the Federal Council 
of Churches in New York City, 
continued: 

"It is not the German people 
at large who are to be blamed for 
this action. The blame is squarely 
up to the political agencies in 
power. These individuals are tak¬ 
ing Germany back 450 years in 
civilization to Torquemada's 
(Thomas Torquemada, inquisitor 
general of Spain) expulsion of the 
Jews from Spain. They are bring¬ 
ing Germany not alone the con¬ 
demnation of the public opinion 
of the world. These men are 
building their own condemnation 
by mankind for centuries to come. 


Shooting Trial in 
L. A. Opens Today 


REDLANDS. (At — Four Cali¬ 
fornia delegates to a citrus grow¬ 
ers’ conference in Washington 
next Monday will be named today 
by C. M. Brown of Redlands, 
chairman of the growers’ advisory 
committee of the California-Ari- 
zona district. 

The conference, called by Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture Wallace, will 
be mainly for the purpose of over¬ 
coming rivalry between grower 
organizations, a spokesman for 
the growers’ meeting here today 
said. 

The five major points to be dis¬ 
cussed in Wa.shington are: 

Abandonment or resumption of 
the California prorate program, in 
suspension since last Thursday, 
when it was challenged by inde¬ 
pendent shippers and mutual or¬ 
ange distributors. 


Co-operation by Florida and 
other citrus centers to control 
and regulate shipments. 

Emergency reduction of railroad 
freight rates to assist in the 
movement of the extraordinary 
1938-39 crop, estimated at 287,000 
carloads. 

Lowering of selling costs by 
jobbers, the principal retail chains 
and independent merchandisers. 

General measures to eliminate 
20 per cent or more of the new 
crop from all panels of trade so 
the balance may be sold profit¬ 
ably. 

At this conference, said the 
growers’ spokesman here, some 
reply is expected from the rail¬ 
roads on the demand for a rate 
reduction.

BEVERLY, Mass. (A’l-Senator 
Lodge (R., Ma.ss.) today made 
public a letter he wrote to Secre¬ 
tary of State Cordell Hull de¬ 
manding that the United States 
recognize “that Irishmen are in¬ 
dependent,” and “not subiects of 
King George."

NEW YORK. (JP> — John D. 
Rockefeller, jr., founder of the 
“Sidewalk Superintendent’s club’’

of steam-shovel kibitzers—got a 
bid to join the union today. 

In a letter from the office of 
Loft Superintendents local 164, 
AFL - Affiliated Building Service 
Employees International union, 
Rockfeiler was notifeld that the 
union claims “full authority over 
all building superintendents.’ 

The letter declared Rockefeller’s 
excavation Oglers at Rockefller 
plaza was “actually superintend¬ 
ing’’ a new building project there 
and that “to avoid any jurisdic¬ 
tional disputes that may arise be¬ 
tween your organization and ours, 
he should accept an honorary 
membership card in the union 
local. 


Such a membership, the letter 
said, would protect the interests 
of the Kibitzers “at all times.” 

Rockefeller Inaugurated the 
“Sidewalk Superintendents’ club” 
last ’Thursday when 500 charter 
membership cards were passed to 
sidewalk quarterbacks. 

’The membership cards, inscribed 
with an old Dutch motto mean¬ 
ing, ‘"The best pilots stand on the 
shore,” permit entrance to a cov¬ 
ered terrace promenade, 100 feet 
long, overlooking the digging op¬ 
erations. 

Rockefeller decided to establish 
the club when a foreman nudged 
him while he was watching his 
own building excavation and told 
him: 

“All right. Buddy, move on 
now.”

DEMOCRACY BACKED 

“And if war comes,” he added, 
"the United States will need the 
cooperation of the millions of 
workers in the CIO. 

"I say to the people in high 
places who have opened the sluice 
gates of propaganda against CIO 
that the day may come when they 
will rush to the CIO and beg pro¬ 
tection for their special privi¬ 
leges.” 

Lewis avowed, with his hand 
pressed to his heart, that the CIO 
supported democracy and the 
right of Investors to profit, and 
asked in return that the “safe¬ 
guards of the Constitution and the 
Bill of Rights be extended to cover 
the most lowly and humble work¬ 
ers.” 

GROWTH REVE.ALED 

Reviewing the development of 
CIO In organizing workers in such 
industries as steel, autos, textile, 
lumber, rubber and oil, Lewis said 
the membership haid grown to 
4,037,877 as compared to about 
1,000,000 in 1935. After his re¬ 
port was prepared, CIO lost 250 - 
000 in the garment industry when 
the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ union, headed by David 
Dubinsky, voted to remain out of 
a permanent CIO. 

DubnlSky’s union was the only 
one of the “rebels” never expelled 
by AFL.

Anti-Catholic feeling flared, 
meanwhile, in a brief demonstra¬ 
tion Sunday before St. Mary’s 
square in Munich. 

A small group of youths whis¬ 
tled and jeered, knocked down 
candles and trampled floral dec¬ 
orations SLS 5000 Catholics sang a 
hymn in services celebrating the 
tercentenary of the erection of the 
“Marlensaeule” column, erected in 
honor of the Virgin Mary. 

Police cleared the square. Mi¬ 
chael Cardinal Von Faulhaber did 
not officiate and it was under¬ 
stood he was avoiding public ap¬ 
pearances since crowds smashed 
windows of his palace on Satur¬ 
day. 

ASSESSMENTS LIKELY 

A circular letter signed by 
’Theodore Cardinal Innitzer was 
read from all Catholic pulpits in 
Vienna telling congregations to 
disregard rumors about a mass 
withdrawal from the church. 

The government gave no clear 
Indication how it would collect the 
staggering fine, roughly one- 
eighth of the total of the estimat¬ 
ed wealth of Jews in Germany, in¬ 
cluding Austria and Sudetenland. 

Jewish fortunes over 5000 
marks ($2000) are registered, 
however, so the government easily 
could make flat assessments. 

The bulk of Jewish wealth was 
believed to be in real estate, some 
of which likely will have to be 
sold to satisfy the demands. The 
fine, financial experts said, would 
average $666 or more for each of 
the 500,000 to 600,000 Jews in 
Germany and woud require every 
pfennig of their ready cash. 

JAPS REJECT 
U. S. PROTESTS 

TOKYO. iJP) — The Japanese 
government today rejected the 
protests of the United States, 
Great Britain and France against 
the closing of the Yangtze river 
to all but Japanese vessels. 

In separate notes handed to am¬ 
bassadors of the three powers, the 
government declared military op¬ 
erations still made navigation of 
the Yangtze dangerous and for 
that reason foreign vessels must 
be barred. 

A foreign office statement sum¬ 
marizing the notes said: 

Although Japan has no intention 
of deliberately hampering com¬ 
merce and navigation of third 
powers in the Yangtze, the Japa¬ 
nese government holds the view 
that the time has not yet arrived 
to warrant a general opening.” 

‘Shredded Wheat’ 
Case Decided 

•WASHINGTON. (Ab — The su¬ 
preme court Vuled today the Na¬ 
tional Biscuit company was not 
entitled to the exclusive use of 
the words “shredded wheat” and 
did not have the exclusive right to 
sell breakfast cereal in the pillow¬ 
shaped form employed. 

•liie court postponed at least un¬ 
til next Monday action on litiga¬ 
tion involving the authority of the 
national labor relations board. 

The court refused to reconsider 
its recent action declining to re¬ 
view ’Thomas J. Mooney’s convic¬ 
tion of complicity in the 1916 Pre¬ 
paredness Day bombing in San 
Francisco.

SMOKE FROM 
SMUDGE FIRES 
BLANKETS S. A. 

Santa Ana took on aspects of a 
! railroad town for a time today as 
' black clouds of smoke billowed 
over the city—the aftermath of a 
night of smudging in citrus 
groves. 

Agricultural Commissioner Dix¬ 
on W. Tubbs said, however, that 
most of the black smudge smoke 
originated outside the county, 
drifting on a northeast breeze 
through the canyon to be pocketed 
in this vicinity. 

He said a large portion of the 
! smoke probably came from the 
Pomona and other northern areas. 
Firing in Orange county groves, 
he as.serted, was too light to pro¬ 
duce such a volume of smoke. 'The 
smoke, however, soon was blown 
away. 

While the temperatures this 
morning hovered in the neighbor¬ 
hood of 27 degrees in the Ana¬ 
heim, Garden Grove, Tustin and 
Santa Ana districts, the cold was 
less severe than either Friday or 
Saturday nights, Tubbs said. There 
were a few spots in this district 
reporting 26 degrees early this 
morning. 

The thermometer in northern 
Orange county ranged above the 
freezing mark except in a few 
small pockets. 

’The cold was a little more pro¬ 
longed last night than either Fri¬ 
day or Saturday, beginning at 
about 2 a. m. There was only 
scattered smudging throughout 
the county, according to Tubbs. 

It will be at least two months 
before it Is known whether the 
citrus fruit now on the tree has 
been damaged. 

The fruit la now Immature and 
there is no juice as yet, Tubbs 
said. Tubbs was optimistic, how¬ 
ever. He said he didn’t think it 
was cold long enough to cause real 
damage to the fruit. 

There probably has been more 
damage to fcllage and young nur¬ 
sery trees than to the fruit, he 
said. Tomatoes, cucumbers, squash 
and other vegetable crops through¬ 
out this district were hard hit. 
The truck crops along the coasta' 
area were less seriously affected, 
it was believed. 

The As.sociated Pre.ss reported 
damage in other southland sec¬ 
tions. At Delano, In the San Joa- 
oiiin valley, 70 per cent of the cit¬ 
rus crop was estimated to have 
been unprotected by smudging and 
nearly all was feared destroyed. 

Delano olive groves were hard 
hit by .sub-freezing cold. Sixty per 
cent of the crop, unharvested, will 
probably be used for oil. All olives 
on trees were rendered unfit for 
processing. 

Floyd D. Young, federal fruit 
frost service meterologist, said the 
cold wave prolonged over the week¬ 
end probabl.y had destroyed most of 
Southern California’s tomato crop. 
Fall peas and other vegetables 
also suffered In Imperial valley. 

The remainder of the emperor 
.and elmeria grape crop was killed 
on tko vine. Late cotton al.so suf¬ 
fered.

NEW YORK. tS>)—Fune-al 
services for Clarence H. Mackay, 
64, a towering figure in American 
finance and builder of an inter¬ 
national communications empire, 
will be held tomorrow in St. Pat¬ 
rick’s cathedral. 

Mackay, chairman of the board 
of the Postal Teleg;raph and Cable 
Corporation and president of the 
Mackay Radio and Telephone Com¬ 
pany, died in his town home Sat¬ 
urday night. He had been ill with 
a throat ailment. 

Honored by the Vatican as one 
of America’s leading Catholic lay¬ 
men, the multi-millionaire was 
also a noted art collector, music 
patron and sportsman. He had 
served as a director of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Opera and the New York 
Philharmonic society. 

Mackay employed the mining 
millions which his pioneer father, 
John W. Mackay, plucked from 
the famous Comstock Lode in Ne¬ 
vada to extend a cable network 
that eventually stretched two- 
thirds of the way around '.he 
world. He completed the trans¬ 
pacific cable linking the United 
States to the Far East in 1904.

Announcer 


There’s a swish, and a piece 
of inflated pigskin plops softly 
into the hands of a Dig raw- 
boned human powerhouse. He digs 
his cieats into the turf, bound fot 
a wall of human flesh straight 
ahead. 

* * « 

In a flash, he’s lost in a mael¬ 
strom of failing arms, legs and 
brightly-clad bodies. ’There’s a roar 
from the crowd—people are aware 
that something has happened, but 
they may not be sure just what 
it was. 

• * • 

It’s all a part of the great game 
of football which each week is 
the magnet which draws thou¬ 
sands of rabid fans throughout 
the nation to the playing field 
to sit for three hours or more 
on hard, wooden seats, jammed 
against each other. Football en¬ 
thusiasm reaches peaks at times 
during the season which some say 
is close to mass mysteria. 

• • • 

To the average spectator, com¬ 
fortably wrapped in his overcoat 
and muffler, most plays are but 
a jumble of 22 athletic young men 
battering each other to pieces. 

• « « 

To the really interested fans, 
who want to know for example 

who actually made that tackle 

down there on the 30-yard line, 
the most essential element in the 
g^ame is the annoimcer who han¬ 
dles the loudspeaker system and 
tells them what’s going on. 

• • * 

An announcer is especially nec¬ 
essary because foiotball today is 
technical, complicated, and fast. 
Because there are 22 players often 
jammed together in one spot, it’s 
difficult for those in the grand¬ 
stand to follow fMt, close-in plays. 
* * « 

It’s the Job of the announcer 
to tell the fans everything they 
want to know—and tell it fast. 
Just as it happens. If you think 
that’s a snap, get down there in 
the thick of it and try it some¬ 
time. 

* « • 

Announcer “Wally” Grigg, who 
never touched a microphone be¬ 
fore, has been handling the an¬ 
nouncing of the home games for 
the high school and junior college 
teams. He armounces all after¬ 
noon at a high school game, rushes 
home, then down to the Municipal 
bowl to be on hand for the jaysee 
game. 

• • • 

Although it isn’t apparent to 
the grandstand, there’s a constant 
flurry of activity around the an¬ 
nouncer. He must work in close 
cooperation with at least four per¬ 
sons, almost simultaneously, in or¬ 
der to flash the play-by-play ac¬ 
count. 

« * * 

There’s what the announcer 
strives to tell the crowd: Who 
carried the ball, or made or re¬ 
ceived a pass; who brought the 
runner down; how many yards he 
made or lost; the yardline where 
the ball came to rest; and pos¬ 
sibly explain the play. 

* * « 

All that “dope” has to be 
snatched up in a flash—a job that 
requires quick-thinking, speed, and 
cooperation with the other fellow, 

« w * 

Grigg broadcasts from the side¬ 
lines, carrying a microphone at¬ 
tached to a 450-foot cord. ’The 
long cord enables him to move 
along the sidelines with the play. 
* * • 

’The announcer carries the line¬ 
up of the home team and the list 
of substitutes. He has two direct 
assistants. One who knows the 
local team thoroughly checks 
closely the names of players per¬ 
forming for the home team. ’The 
other is from the visiting team, 
and is familiar with the names 
and numbers of his players. 

- * « 

The Don’s, let’s say, have the 
ball. The play starts and the 
back cuts off tackle for three 
yards and is downed in a mass 
of players. Assistant No. 1 checks 
the name of the ball carrier, while 
Assistant No. 2 quickly gives him 
the name of the man who made 
the tackle. When the visitors have 
the ball, the procedure la just re¬ 
versed. 

• • * 

Computing yardage gained or 
lost is a brain-buster, because it 
tias to be done in a hurry. For 
this job, Grigg works closely with 
the man who sends messages by 
telephone to the scoreboard. When 
Grigg says the Dons made six 
yards on the play, he looks at 
;he scoreboard man who nods if 
ts correct. 

• • * 

Another big task is interpret¬ 
ing complications on the field, 
such as penalties. The announcer 
works in close cooperation with 
the head linesman, who frequently 
runs to the sidelines to explain 
i decision of the referee or bring 
other information on the play. 

• • • 

Pet peeve of Grlgg’s are young¬ 
sters who crowd around the mike, 
entangle the cord, or shout too 
close to the mike. Some em¬ 
barrassing language sometimes 
goes over the loud-speaker be¬ 
cause of this. 

• • • 

Shutting off noise from the 
mike is a ticklish job. Put it in 
your pocket and a piece of paper 
may rattle and rustle; hold it 
against your body and it begins 
making all sorts of queer noises. 
» • * 

Another problem is to sandwich 
In 1 ^ the annoimcements which 
must be made. Example: “Dr. 
^ and So is wanted at the city 
jail—correction, county jail.”

Campaign Renewed for Fishing Preserve Off Orange County Coast 


PROTECTION OF 
SPORT FISH TO 
BE MOVE'S AIM 

NEWPORT-BALBOA.— Follow¬ 
ing passage of Proposition No. 5, 
filing control measure on the 
Nov. 8 ballot, the Orange County 
Coast association has renewed its 
campaign to obtain a fishing pre¬ 
serve off the county coastline. 

’The new measure, which gained 
heavy support from Izaak Wal¬ 
ton league members of California, 
is designed to regulate the annual 
catch of sardines in waters be¬ 
tween the shore and the three- 
mile limit. 

Dan Mulherron, chairman of the 
fishing committee of the Orange 
County Coast association, said pas¬ 
sage of the regulatory proposition 
in the general election has added 
much enthusiasm to the local drive 
for a preserve, which would pro¬ 
hibit the use of large purse seines 
for taking sport fish ’^thin three 
miles of Uie shore. 

Orange county had a preserve 
two years ago, the measure being 
approved by the state legislature. 
Commercial fishermen fought the 
measure in superior court, and 
upon losing the decision, carried 
the fight to the court of appeals 
where the law was declared un¬ 
constitutional on a boundary- 
marking technicality. 

Mulherron’s committee is work¬ 
ing toward a plan which even¬ 
tually will give a “checkerboard” 
of open and closed areas along 
the length of the state's coastline. 
A new measure probably will- be 
presented at the next session of 
the legislature.

OP)—The oper¬ 
ation of the Califomia-Arizona 
citrus marketing agreement dur¬ 
ing the past five ye^rs has meant 
millions of dollars in returns to 
orange growers, and the cessa¬ 
tion of proration because of oppo¬ 
sition of non-exchange shippers is 
the most serious thing that could 
happen to the Industry at this 
time, Paul S. Armstrong, general 
manager California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, said today. 

Armstrong issued the following 
statement of the exchange posi¬ 
tion: 

“The exchange will do every¬ 
thing within its power to continue 
regulation of orange shipments, 
disrupted this week by action of 
the Mutual Orange Distributors 
and certain independent shippers. 

’"The Califomia-Arizona citf is 
marketing agreement is operated 
by two committees—the distribu¬ 
tion committee, composed of eight 
members, which determines rhe 
weekly shipments each week, and 
the growers’ advisory committee, 
composed of eight growers, whirdi 
is the governing committee. 

“Each of these committees Is 
composed of four members from 
the exchange, two from the M. O. 
D. and two from the other ind'- 
pendent shippers, thus you will 
see that the exchange has only 50 
per cent of the representation, al¬ 
though it markets a much higher 
percentage of the fruit: the M O. 
D., with approximately 10 ner 
cent of the fruit, has 25 per cent 
of the representation, and the re¬ 
maining shippers, with approxi¬ 
mately 15 per cent of the fruit, 
have 25 per cent of the repre¬ 
sentation. 

“Since the agreement calls for 
the concurrence of s’x of the eight 
members on any action, it is read¬ 
ily seen that the exchange is pow¬ 
erless to act without the concur¬ 
rence of two of the non-exchange 
members. 

■"The action last ’Thursday by 
the M. O. D. and other indepen¬ 
dent shippers came out of a clear 
sky. If any changes were needed 
in the method of operation or in 
the agreement Itself, the proper 
procedure would be for these rep¬ 
resentatives to present their pro¬ 
posals for consideration. ’This was 
not done, and to date we are at a 
loss to understand what these 
non-exchange shippers have In 
mind. 

‘”rhe growers’ advisory com¬ 
mittee now has an industry elimi¬ 
nation plan before it for consid¬ 
eration, presented by H. A. Lynn, 
an exchange representative.

“2. ’The exchange is for on 
equitable plan of industry elimi¬ 
nation in seasons of surplus, whicn 
means that each grower must 
stand his share of the burden of 
elimination on his crop, and which 
would Involve withholding from 
market the least vaulable grades 
and sizes. 

“3. ’The exchange believes that 
volume regulation is neeessary, 
whether elimination is practiced 
or not, because volume prorate is 
essential to insure shipment each 
week during the season of a defi¬ 
nite quantity of fruit in line with 
e.xisting demand. It Is also the 
only method by which each grower 
is given equality of opportunity 
to supply the market. 

“4. We advocated a program of 
Industry elimination this last Va¬ 
lencia season, and failed to get 
the support of the M. O. D. and 
other independent members of the 
committees. We recommended to 
exchange shippers an elimination 
program early in the season (last 
May. which was generally fol¬ 
lowed. 

“We took advantage of all out¬ 
lets for fruit to a greater degree 
than did the industry as a whole, 
such as government purchases and 
diversion programs. 

"Up to this time the navei 
crops, under proration, have been 
marketed without elimination of 
mechantable fruit, and therefore 
no one can truthfully say that 
markets have been lost to Plorliia 

“More fruit has been marketed 
from California and Arizona un¬ 
der the prorate than ever before. 
’The prices received have been 
higher than they would have been 
without regulation of shipments 

“The exchange stands ready to 
, cooperate cn any improvement 
that can be made in the program 
We have the largest crop of cit¬ 
rus fruit in history to market, .ind 
if we are going to be able to im¬ 
prove returns to growers, we need 
more cooperation within the in¬ 
dustry.”

Col. S. H. Finley, secretary of the M. W. D., will present views 
of the district. Agricultural leaders will discuss the problem on the 
basis of 15 questions which have been outlined by the Public Affairs 
council. 

R. B. Newconi, president of the council, will preside at the meet¬ 
ing. Questions to be aired are as< 
as follows: 

1. What constitutes the Met¬ 
ropolitan Water District ? 

2. How soon approximately will 
the water be available for use? 

3. What will the water cost the 
domestic and irrigation con.sumer 
districts ? 

4. If rural areas voted to join 
the M. W. D., would they be re¬ 
quired to use the water if the pres¬ 
ent Aiurces produced at lower 
cost? Would there be any costs 
to member districts until use of 
the water started? 

5. What is the probability of the 
present sources of irrigation water 
failing in the near future? Are 
there any sources of supply other 
than through M. W. D., wherefrom 
water may be secured for this 
area? 

6. How long will the opportunity 
for the rural regions and agricul¬ 
tural areas to become members in 
the M. W. D. be open to them?

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BLUE DANUBE: Hitler’s Path To Empire? 


BACKGROUND 

As Germany moves to bring 
central and southeastern Eu¬ 
rope under her control, the ex¬ 
perts on international affairs 
talk of a "Danubian economic 
empire” for Germany and of 
the “Danubian path to the east” 
for Hitler. Here’s the story be¬ 
hind those phrases.

But in 1945 a canal on which the 
Nazis are now working furiously 
is scheduled for completion. It 
will link the Rhine and the 
Danube. 

Then the industrialized Ruhr 
(situated along the lower Rhine 
on the continent’s largest coal re¬ 
serve) will be within cheap com¬ 
mercial reach of the largely unde¬ 
veloped agricultural Balkans and 
of Turkey markets. 

GOODS TO GO BOTH WAYS 

Seagoing barges can pick up the 
Ruhr’s medium-priced machinery 
and transport it at a minimum 
cost down this 2500-mile water¬ 
way. 

(3n the return trip they can fill 
up with Rumanian oil. cereals 
from Hungary, Yugoslavia and 
Bulgaria, timber from Austria and 
Czechoslovakia — all products 
which the Reich sorely needs. 

Already the river is carrying 
nearly five times its pre-war vol¬ 
ume in freight. New industries 
are spring-ing up alongside. There 
are grauidiose plans for others. 

With control of the Danube, 
Germany may be able to revive 
the old 12th century passage to 
the East by cutting across Turkey 
into the lucrative Indian market 
without ever going near tlie Brit¬ 
ish-dominated Mediterranean and 
Suez canal. 

The Danube has been the route 
of conquerors for centuries. Ro¬ 
mans marched east down the val¬ 
ley and sailed flotillas on the 
river. 

Twelve hundred yeai's later the 
Crusaders followed it to the east. 
In the 16th and 17th centuries the 
Turks came down it the other di¬ 
rection to lay siege to Vienna. 

During the World war Austria’s 
rulers, desperate from the food 
shortage smuggled grain up the 
stream. 

After so exciting a history, It 
may seem dull to think of the 
“Mississippi of Southeast Europe” 
being transformed into purely an 
economic weapon. But the mod¬ 
em way of conquest is an eco¬ 
nomic one.

The flood early this year spelled 
disaster to many an Orange coun¬ 
ty family, but, as always, the 
Red Cross was ready to help. 

The case of an American bom 
couple and their four children 
iUustrates the Irxtal work of the 
Red Cross. ’This family lived in 
Anaheim in its own home which 
it had occupied for six years. 

The man was a painter by trade 
but was working at he time of 
the flood as a janitor at a small 
salary. He had served in the army 
during the World war. 

They had purchased their home 
on contract, and at the time of 
the disaster they were still mak¬ 
ing payments. The mortgage ex¬ 
ceeded the assessed valution. They 
were heavily in tlebt in compari¬ 
son to their income for doctor 
and dental bills. The Insurance 
carried by all members of the 
family had no borrowing power, 
and their only source of income 
was from the man’s salary. 

On a warning of impending high 
water, they were forced to leave 
their home and wade through the 
water to a home of friends v/here 
they stayed for IX days. The 
water rose from two to three feet 
in their home and came with such 
force that the foundation crum¬ 


bled, lifting the house forward to 
a tipping position. There was ex¬ 
tensive damage to the interior 
furnishings, woodwork and plumb¬ 
ing. A complete family wash was 
lost. ’Their automobile was dam¬ 
aged by the water and mud. All 
of the children suffered from colds 
wading through the cold water and 
a doctor had to be called. 

Due to the low Income of the 
head of this family and their lia¬ 
bilities at the time, the Red Cross 
saw that it would not be possible 
for this family to make the nec¬ 
essary repairs to their homee un- 
assksted. They were, therefore, 
given an award to cover the.se 
losses. They indicated a willing¬ 
ness to help themselves by assum¬ 
ing the cost of the repair to their 
auto which was a necessary to the 
man in his work, and meeting 
small miscellaneous bills. 

The family who experienced con¬ 
siderable financial lofl.s due to the 
flood, was thus returned to their 
pre-disaster standard of living 
which is one of the main objectives 
of Red Cross r^iabilitation work.

HOUSTON, Tex. (A>)—American 
bankers, predicting Republican 
gains in last week’s election will 
bolster confidence of the nation's 
business leaders, assembled today 
for their annual convention, which 
will open formally tomorrow. 

William A. Irwin, assi.^tant edu¬ 
cational director of the American 
Institute of Banking, pot-.shotted 
the New Deal with the assertion 
“it is time for the bankers from 
Main Street to Wall Street to 
work together for a return of eco¬ 
nomic sanity.” 

Picturing the world, economical¬ 
ly. in a turmoil, he said: 

“Under the influence of the new 
economic philosophy we have 
achieved for nearly all countries. 
Including out own, the worst fi¬ 
nancial mess in history, with the 
threat of inflation, bankruptcy, or 
repudiation staring us in the face.” 

All nations, he .said, must pay 
or repudiate their debts. 

"In the one case,” he said, "it 
will mean crushing taxation and 
probably also a crushing capital 
levy; in the other it will mean 
suffering for everybody, the poor 
included. But the advocates of 
the new economies go gaily on 
their way.” 

Orval W. Adams of Salt Lake 
City, president of the A. B. A.; 
said result,s of the general elec¬ 
tion showed “checks and balances 
are on the way back, and personal 
government is on the way out.” 

In that epigram, the A. B. A. 
leader summed up the sentiment 
of many bankers here for ■ the 
convention. 

Adams said Republican gains 
would stimulate capital and indus¬ 
try and would result in less com¬ 
petition of government and busi¬ 
ness. He was emphatic in his cen¬ 
sure of those phases of “govern¬ 
ment competition which have re¬ 
sulted in reduced interest ratet)" 
These rates. Adams said, “are ab¬ 
normally low and out of line of 
reason and are the result of a 
mismanaged money system ”

BIRTH OF CZECHOSLOVAKIA 

Czechoslovakia, strange ^ls It 
seems, was not created by the 
Treaty of Versailles, but became 
a republic by virtue of a Declara¬ 
tion of Independence signed eight 
months earlier in Indepojidonce 
Hall, Philadelphia, on October 26, 
1918. 

While the Treaty of Versailles, 
signed June 28, 1919, changed the 
nationality of 30,000,000 people, 
Czechoslovaks had oy then already 


enjoyed eight months of national 
freedom. 

First step toward Czechoslo¬ 
vakia’s liberation was the official 
declaration in December, 1917, of 
Czechoslovak army units com¬ 
posed of Bohemian and Moraviaji 
soldiers. While these fought with 
France, Patriot Thomas Masaryk 
traveled to the United States and 
secured the backing of American 
statesmen in drafting a suitable 
Declaration of Independence for 
his country-to-be. 


The Declaration was first pro¬ 
claimed to the world from Wash¬ 
ington, D. C.. on Oct. 14, 1918, and 
was approved by the Czechoslovak 
National Council in Prague. Ma¬ 
saryk then took the document to 
Philadelphia. In Independence 
Hall, seated in the same chair at 
the same desk that Jonn Hancock 
used to sigfn the Declaration of 
Independence of the United States, 
Masaryk signed the Czecho.slovak 
decree on Oct. 26, 1918, and a new 
republic was born.

CHICAGO. —(Special)—Forty- 
tive miles an hour is the maximum 
safe driving speed on unlighted 
highways at night, Prof. Harry 
Tucker of the North Carolina 
State college department of high¬ 
way engineering told the national 
safety congress here. 

Don’t overdrive your headlights, 
was his advice on safe night driv¬ 
ing. 

Seventy-five percent of all mo¬ 
tor vehicles fatalities occur after 
dark, he pointed out, although this 
is the time when only about 25 
percent of the traffic is on the 
highways and streets of the na¬ 
tion. This means, he said, that 
the fatal accident rate at night in 
terms of traffic Is seven times the 
daytime rate. 

The after-dark traffic toll can 
be reduced. Prof. Tucker indicat¬ 
ed, by two methods: (1) the build¬ 
ing and maintenance of highways 
for modern traffic conditions and 
(2) a much more thorough en¬ 
forcement of existing traffic and 
safety laws.

Too Much Murder 


As we passed a ne.vss’.aiid yesterday we were jolted 
out of our usual calm and deliberate stride by the flam¬ 
ing red headline screaming from a magazine cover; 

“Murder for Chrtsimas.” 

Now we have for many yei rs noted with pain the 
growing weakness of magazine covers for nude murdered 
ladies, grotesquely garrotod gentlemen in tuxedoes, and 
the bodies of mangled children. 

We have learned to rhy away from the newsstands 
as we have learned to dial cut quickly the horrible chil¬ 
dren’s hour radio programs in which screaming sirens, 
power-diving bimibing planes and murderous, staccato 
machine guns bring their vesiival message of death agony 
for the delectation of the nation’s kiddies and the sale 
of Squidge’s wheat flakes. 

But this “Murder for Chiistn as” headline stopped us. 
It wasn't the flaming streamer of a cheap detective pulp. 
It was the front of a highly respectable national weekly 
which claims circulation into the millions. 

We pondered on the mess.ige of the Prince of Peace, 
whose birthday we are to celebrate at Christmastide— 
the gentle Jesus, whose ada.onition of “Peace on earth, 
good will toward men’’ has been a shining light of hope 
in a dark and troubled world for 20 centuries of human 
life. 

“Muruer for Christmas.’’ 

The shattered nerves of mankind, trying in vain to 
knit after Eiuope’s bloody purges and violent clashes, 
after radio’s startling scream of annihilation from Mars, 
after the gangland orgies of Ainerican cities, were rest¬ 
ing serenely on the hope of white peace at Christmas- 
tide, the soul-resting peace of the Savior. 

Instead, they read from sidewalk racks: 

“Murder for Christmas.” 

Like a drug that keeps us at a fever of excitement, 
then lets us int;o the dark valleys of despair, the con¬ 
tinual beat of magazine maider, radio murder and news¬ 
paper serial story irmider, the tom-tom of intrigue and 
arrest and sudden screams in the night is slowly filling 
our insane asylums with hnpelet'S wrecks whose shat¬ 
tered mental processes can no longer stand the strain. 

It is no wonder that ru<hl('ss dictator.° find recruits 
for their bombings and their bayonetings. It is no won¬ 
der that our cities are filling with a generation of crim¬ 
inal youth intent on working out in real life the death 
plots they have had beaten into their skulls by radio and 
magazine since they were old encugh to listen and to read.

Hold Onto the Initiative 

Judge Robert W. Kenny, ho:i Angeles county senator- 
elect, expresses an impatience with California’s initiative 
measures, which probably is shared by tens of thousands 
of his fellow citizens who have recently been subjected 
to the ordeal of voting a long and complicated ballot. 

He even goes so far as to declare this system a failure 
and to announce that next winter he will inaugurate a 
movement to eliminate the initiative process from our 
state constitution. 

It is true, of course, that by initiative many a dan¬ 
gerous and troublesome measuie is brought before the 
people at our general eTcclions. If Judge Kenny reviews 
the matter, however, he will find that the people of Cali¬ 
fornia rather unfailing defeat these bad measures. 

He is quite correct when he piJnts cut that the process 
is u.sed generally by s- cue special interest with plenty of 
money to obtain the many signalurts required and to 
carry on a propaganda fight during the campaign. Just 
the same, as we mentioned before, thcf^e efforts practically 
always fail. In the opinion of this newspaper, the initiative 
process is a wise bulwark for democracy. It is there to 
be used by and for the general public in times of great 
need if and when the legislature falls under the control 
of evil influences. The very knowledge that it is there has 
a beneficial effect on Icgislatcrg and on lobbyists. The 
people would be foolish to allow this right to be taken 
away, even though the privilege is used now and then in 
anti-social endeavors.

Dead Pan Tax Appeal 


NEW YORK.—I have always giv¬ 
en Mayor LaGuardia credit lor 
sincerity and therefore have no 
1 doubt that he spoke in honest ap¬ 
prehension when he perceived in 
the election returns a danger of 
either communism or dictatorship. 
The distinction between commu¬ 
nism and dictatorship seems art¬ 
ful, but I will let that pass and 
proceed to the point. 

The point is that he is still strong 
for the Roosevelt New Deal and 
believes that those who call them¬ 
selves progressives and liberals 
must get together to sharpen up 
their program and resume the 
fight. It is a fact, however, that 
some of those who have assumed 
i a patent right to the politically 
I sanitary labels “progressive” and 
“liberal” are conspiratorial com¬ 
munists who have smelled up 
those words and made people sus¬ 
picious of hidden purposes and 
Intellectual stealth in that wing 
of our national politics. And it is 
also a fact that some of the mea¬ 
sures and methods of the New 
Deal itself are so much like phases 
of nazi-fascism that they might 
have been taken right out of the 
book. 

Court-packing, for one example, 
rubber-stamping for another and 
persistent effort in many ways to 
impose government regulation on 
business, little as well as big. All 
that stuff may come of the most 
pious political intent, but it seems 
to be nazi-fascist, and a square- 
believer who really hates and 
fears this disease, as I have no 
doubt LaGuardia does, owes it to 
his own cause to explain away the 
suspicion and caution that the 
people expressed last Tuesday.
